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THE HATE DECISION. 


The latest announcement with re- 


tard to the 5% advance 'for the rail- 
roads is that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission will hand down its de- 
cision on July 3rd,, in the afternoon of 
the day, after '-he stock markets have 
clo«d, so that the business and spec- 
ulative world will ht.ve a legal holi- 
day and a Sunday intervening- to read 
and inwardly digest the decision, and 
not in homely phrat-e, "go off half- 
cocked." 


It is said that the decision will cover 


100 pages of printed matter and will 
fc« of a compromise character; thai 
only 38% of the traffic will be subject' 
to advanced rates and the increase 
will average only 3% instead of &%,* 
that the railroads will be advised to 
cither abolish or make 
an 
extra 


charff«j for a great deal of free ser- 
vice which they now perform for ship- 
pers; that no increase is to be per- 
mitted on car load lots; and it is esti- 
mated that the net increase in reve- 
nue to the railroads will be about 
150,001,000.

cation, on the stock market, especially

In this connection, we are 
reminded of the fact., that any news 
affecting the stock market is usually 
Xnown to the street as quickly as It 
j« known anywhere in the world, and 
often a great deal sooner. The stock 
market can be relied upon to look out 
lor ItMlf.
